Titus to some extent at least, one 
of two things has happened—either 
the free labor movement has taken 
over tile political government of the 
United States or the political gov­ 
ernment has taken over the free 
labor movement.

Rule Is Violated 


Now that, to a much greater de­ 
gree. is exactly what happened to 
labor organizations in 
both Ger­ 
main and Russia and it is exactly 
what was never to happen 
here 
according to rule number one in 
labor's 
book 
of 
golden 
precepts 
Both the Russian and the German 
revolutions started out as more mili­ 
tant labor movements. 
But. in botli cases, the great labor 
leaders turned out to be like Huey 
Long s “scrooch"—not “screech" 
awl to Huey Longs hen. It cuddled 
up silently in a cold dark night to 
Huey's hen on the warm roost and 
kept screeching over and scrunching 
over until "pootv soon there waren't 
no hen “ 
This scrooching up has gone no­ 
where near as far as that but it is 
a record-breaking precedent 
Also 
even body knows that it was intend­ 
ed. in the first instance far more 
as a very cl ver move to circunf. cut 
John Lewis and take away from 
him 
the 
great 
CIO 
organization 
which he invented and built than 
as a move to cement and strengthen 
personal political power.

Consumer* who find sugar prices 
at retail stores much more than one 
cent higher on a five-pound bag 
than in the first week of December, 
1941. should protest to the store­ 
keeper. Leon Henderson, adminis­ 
trator of the Office of Price Admin­ 
istration. 
advised

"A ny Increase much greater than 
that is profiteering pure and sim­ 
ple. ’ he declared. 
Since the outbreak of the war, the 
Office of Price Administration has 
allowed an increase in the refiners' 
selling price, amounting to twenty 
cents per hundred pounds of sugar. 
At the same time, the refined sugar 
schedule was modified to provide 
for a few’ minor adjustments in 
wholesalers’ margins and to adjust 
provisions for freight absorption. 
"There is, in general, no justifi­ 
cation for a retail advance of more 
than one cent per five pounds, or a 
fifth of a cent a pound, except in 
a few’ localities where the other 
adjustments 
apply," 
Henderson 
stated 
"Although sugar supplies may be 
smaller than usual in some parts of 
the country, the rationing plan will 
shortly be instituted by O PA and 
there will be fair sharing of supplies 
for 
everyone. 
In 
this 
situation, 
scarcity is absolutely no justification 
for price increases 
Every whole­ 
sale sugar buyer is entitled to re­ 
ceive during the month of February, 
eighty per cent of the amount of 
sugar he received in February. 1941 " 
Maximum retail prices will have 
to be set on sugar unless prices are 
voluntarily kept in bounds, Hender­ 
son announced. Until that action is 
taker, he said, the force of public 
opinion should be brought to be ar 
on sugar profiteers 
At tire -ame time. Mr. Henderson 
warned, consumers have a responsi­ 
bility not to hoard sugar and to buy 
for current needs only.
